They have, w ith the aiC of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, evolved 
the “ perfect ratio n." Ii will average 
only 36 ounces daily', as com pared 
w ith the th ree pounds or m ore con­ 
sumed by th e average m an, but it is 
believed ii 
represent* th** 
highest 
n u tritiv e value for polar travel, 
Sir E rnest will be accom panied by 
th e member* of his staff w hen he 
goes to N orw ay to conduct ex peri­ 
m ents w it ii th e w ratio n s and also 
t**s( his ten ts and m otor sledges. The 
party will don polar kit and travel 
am ong the glaciers. 
W hile the chid 
w ill not be as intense as in th e polar 
regions, th e country will fu rn ish the 
same sort of sudden blizzards as are 
experienced in the A ntarctic. 
The party will test the effect and 
potency of th e ration s in most de­ 
tailed fashion. 
Such an experim ent 
never has been made before, 
S hackelto n ’s new ship, th e E n d u r­ 
ance. has been alm ost com pletely fit­ 
ted in Norw ay and will 
a rriv e at 
the London docks this m onth.

is eighteen feet longer th a n his last 
ship. Nimrod. 
She Is

beautiful 
specim en of wooden ship building, 
and probably the last of her claes 
th a t will be constructed.
